Arabs in Palestine have 
heen deprived of freedom for 
fifty yeara simply beciuse there 
is a mandate which har no 
moral or legal foundation.” 

The mandate waa one of the 
mistakes of the League of Na- 
tions, which needed to be cor- 
rected by the United Nations. 

“Britain, I am sure, did her 
ulmost to help Zionists come 
into Palestine and implement 
that part of .the mandate which 
concerns 2 National Home 
against the wishes of the in- 
hnbitants, ~It cannot continue 
like that. p 

“The effect of political Zion- 
ism in Palestine is nothing less 
than Imperialism at its worst. 
The result is that all the Arab 
world today is in a state of 
high tension, We think Judah- 
ism is a great world religion.

TRADE CONTROLS 


‘The instinctive tendency — by 
commercial interests to disparage: 
ment of Governnent efforts when 
it goes into business accourtted, no 
doubt, very largely for the criti- 
gisins of the Department of Sup- 
plies, “Trade and Industry, ¢x- 
pressed or implied, at the annua 
meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Controls are bad enough, 
vexing when admittedly inevit- 
able,_but_when_the operations “of 
a xovernment department are ¢Xx- 
tended te ensure that the necessities 
of life are made equally available 
to all sections of the community 
at prices which cut across the 
competitive dealings of merchants 
and middlemen, our local busi- 
ness-men would not be themselves 
if they did not insist: upon the 
superior values to be derived from 
a svstem of free enterprise, Gon- 
veniently over-simplified into, the 
suggestion that the men who know 
the job should do it, The submis- 
sions would, however, have sound- 
cd more convincing and been en- 
titled to more serious scrutiny had 
the Chamber framed them in 
terms other than innuendo. The 
answers to the questions posed by 
the Chairman are thoroughly 
well known to all who have had 
reason to take an interest i thesc 
matters, and far from reflecting 
to the discredit of the Depart- 
ment, they show that the primary 
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objectives have been -achieved, if 
not in full- measure, at léast to 
the degree where those control- 
ling official policy rightly view 
the results with a sense of satis: 
faction. Price control has been 
hatrended.by marked success in al- 
most every field, and as the lower- 
ing, of commercial morality ac 
counts almost entirely for the 
vanes of defeat, it is hardly the 
piace of the Chamber to adopt 
the role of critic, It must be 
obvious, too, that on a whole 
range of commodities, knowledge 
of the existence of Government 
stocks, available to throw into the 
market and upset the profiteer, 
has been a potent influence in 
establishing Hong Kong's relative 
stability over the past several 
montha. The merchant who is 
satisfied’ with a fair margin of 
profit has, in fact, little to fear 
from the hazards of trade under 
present-day conditions. Most of 
the. illustrations that could — be 
given of traders who have suffer- 
cd heavy losses’on various trans- 
actions would prove, on test, to 
concern speculative imports and 
bad judgment. It may also be 
noted that any reference to in- 
dustry was conspicuously absent 
from the Chamber Chairman's 
speech, though ir is.probably pure- 
ly coincidental that it is. at the 
same time an acknowledged “fact 
that local industry. would — have 
had avery difficult time in its bid 
for rehabilitation but for the 
strenuous efforts of the Depart: 
ment of S.T. and I. in obtaining 
and bringing forward essential raw 
materials. Credit should be given 
where it belongs and ,there must

It is the general opinicn of 
economists and is amply borne 
out by experience elsewhere, thi 
tncome tax constitutes less av 
addition to the true ccsts of a 
business than any other form of 
taxation. The great beauty of an 
Income tax is that if you have no 
{income you pay no,tox. 


I can think of no other tnx 
which could’ cquaily well be 
guaranteed to avoid hitting the 
unfortunate business man who 
hax made‘no profit. 

“That people will try to evade 
taxation of any kind is certain 
but there are means open to Gov- 
ernment for detecting many kinds 
of attempts at evasion. In the 
course of the long period during 
which inconie —tax- hng-—been-—in 
eperation in the United Kingdom, 
a very great varicty of methods 
of evasion have been tried and a 
great many whys of detecting 
them have been developed. 1 do 
not suppose that the wculd-be 
evaders are going to publish their 
methods, but at any rate the 
methods announced by those per- 
sons who claim to be ate fate with 
the intentions of the evaders arc 
not different from the ordinary 
stock-in-trade of the tax dodger 
all over the world. I have never 
denied personally that this ques. 
tion of prevention of evasion is 
by far the greatest problem In the 
administration of Inesmd tax, 
whether here or anywhere clsc, 
but I see no reason why it should 
be less capable of solution here 
than in cther countries. We are 
being constantly told that income 
tax has fniled in this country or 
that. All I can say js that in 
those British countries -where it 
exists today, that is not the cf. 
ficial view: and there has been a 
stendy increase in the number of 
countries in which; income tax 
exists ond in the rélinnce whleb_ 
is placed -upon It in those coun-, 
tries as one cf the most impor- 
tant sources of revenuc. 


There is only one other. thing 
which’ strikes me in this talle of 
evaslon—it is notcrious that other 
taxes are evaded to a greater or 
less extent: e.g. import duties on 
tobacco .and liquor are certainly 
not 100% effective, and from 
time to tlme ‘Government - Is 
obliged to institute prosecutions 
for failure to pay, say the stamp 
duties or wireless Jicences. It dces 
‘net occur to anybody, however, 
to sugdest that these taxcs should 
be abolished because they are not 
quite 100% effective, and if the 
suggestion is made in the case’ of 
income ‘tax I cannot but suspect 
that it coyers some other motive. 


It is cbjected that the tax wilt 
cause o great deal of extra pri- 
vate expenditure particularly in 
the keeping of @ccounts and pre- 
paration of returns. The ordinary 
man will not need any cxpert as- 
sistance in the preparation of his

any Income tax -department run 
on the principles of the British 
income tax administration will 
be perfectly willing to give quite 
honestly any advice which may be 
‘required by the individual og re- 
gards the allowances to which he 
fs entitled. As to business firms 
the extra expenses would be 
small except in the case of firms 
which do not now keep any ac- 
ecunts at all. For those firms J 
‘can_ only suggest that the neces- 
sity of compiling accounts tor-in= 
come tnx purposcs should be a 
blessing in disguise and not 4 
matter to be regretted. I might 
here refute the general apprehen- 
sion that the keeping of accounts 
in English and the rendering of 
returns in English will be gbll- 
gatory; no such intention has 
ever existed. 

‘The honcurable the senior 
Chinese member has made com- 
ments on question of administra- 
tion which form the main basis 
of hts object In principle and 
which 1 therefore want to com- 
ment upon in some detail. Firat, 
with all respect, I do not believe 
in this mystery of Chinese ace 
counting; nothing I have heard of 
it suggests that Jt is very dif- 
ferent from the system by small 
businesses in Etrepe as digtinct 
from the complicated accountancy 
of big European firms; and the 
adjustment of such accounts for 
income tax is common routine.
